In the Claims : 

Please amend the claims as shown below. 

1 . (currently amended) An educational method of utilizing a learning history 
information, said method including : 

providing at least one student's account with at least one subject-related information, 
which has been classified in a designated field and registered in a data base ; 

providing at least one teacher's account with at least one student-prepared essay 
information with an edition-number-related information, which corresponds to said at least one 
subject-related information ; 

making a registration of said at least one student-prepared student created essay 
information into said data base, in combination with a teacher-providing evaluation record 
information and a designated-field-related information. 

2. (original) The method as claimed in claim 1, wherein elements constituting said at 
least one student-prepared essay information are distinguishably registered in said data base. 

3. (currently amended) The method as claimed in claim 1, wherein said at least one 
student-prepared essay information is registered in an Extensible Markup Language (XML) 
XML format into said data base. 

4. (original) The method as claimed in claim 1, further including : 
converting said at least one student-prepared essay information into other format. 

5. (currently amended) The method as claimed in claim 4, wherein said at least one 
student-prepared essay information is converted into an -a HyperText Markup Language (HTML) 
HTML format according to predetermined extensible Stylesheet Language (XSL) X -Sfc-data. 

6. (original) The method as claimed in claim 1, further including : 
displaying at least one editable bulletin board. 
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7. (original) The method as claimed in claim 6, wherein said at least one editable 
bulletin board enables selection of any one of display and non-display of contents of said at least 
one editable bulletin board and also re -ordering in accordance with a category classification. 

8. (original) The method as claimed in claim 7, wherein said at least one editable 
bulletin board has a project entry function of entering a teacher-decided project from said at least 
one teacher's account, and an access setting function of setting an access to said account. 

9. (original) The method as claimed in claim 6, wherein said at least one editable 
bulletin board enables a predetermined account to delete data, which have been written by a 
different account, from said at least one editable bulletin board. 

10. (original) The method as claimed in claim 6, wherein said teacher-providing 
evaluation record information is distinguishably registered for each item in said data base. 

1 1 . (currently amended) An educational system of utilizing a learning history 
information, said system including : 

at least one web-server ; 

at least one application server electrically coupled to said at least one web-server ; and 
at least one data base server electrically coupled to said at least one web-server and said 

at least one application server, 

wherein said at least one web-server is accessible to at least one teacher's terminal 

logged-in at a teacher's account and also to at least one student's terminal logged-in at a student's 

account, and 

wherein said at least one application server includes : 

a first function unit of providing at least one student's account with at least one 
subject-related information, which has been classified in a designated field and registered 
in said at least one data base server ; 
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a second function unit of providing at least one teacher's account with at least one 
student-prepared essay information with an edition-number-related information, which 
corresponds to said at least one subject-related information ; and 

a third function unit of making a registration of said at least one student-prepared 



with a teacher-providing evaluation record information and a designated-field-related 
information. 

12. (original) The system as claimed in claim 11, wherein elements constituting said at 
least one student-prepared essay information are distinguishably registered in said at least one 
data base server. 

13. (currently amended) The system as claimed in claim 1 1 , wherein said at least one 
student-prepared essay information is registered in an Extensible Markup Language (XML) 
XML format into said at least one data base server. 

14. (original) The system as claimed in claim 1 1, further including : 

a fourth function unit of converting said at least one student-prepared essay information 
into other format. 

15. (currently amended) The system as claimed in claim 14, wherein said at least one 
student-prepared essay information is converted into an -a HyperText Markup Language (HTML) 
HTML format according to predetermined extensible Stylesheet Language (XSL) X -&L-data. 

16. (original) The system as claimed in claim 1 1, further including : 
a fifth function unit of displaying at least one editable bulletin board.

17. (original) The system as claimed in claim 16, wherein said at least one editable 
bulletin board enables selection of any one of display and non-display of contents of said at least 
one editable bulletin board and also re -ordering in accordance with a category classification. 
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18. (original) The system as claimed in claim 17, further including : 

a sixth function unit of entering a teacher-decided project onto said at least one editable 
bulletin board at said at least one teacher's account ; and 

a seventh function unit of setting an access to said account. 

19. (original) The system as claimed in claim 16, wherein said at least one editable 
bulletin board enables a predetermined account to delete data, which have been written by a 
different account, from said at least one editable bulletin board. 

20. (original) The system as claimed in claim 16, wherein said teacher-providing 
evaluation record information is distinguishably registered for each item in said at least one data 
base server.
